North Bay, Ont., Oct. 14.—‘“I am not 
given to political prophecy,” Premier 
King told a North Bay audience last 
night, “but 1 am prepared to stake 
my reputation, as one able to judge 
a political situation, that there will 
be more Liberals elected in British 
Columbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba and Northern Ontario than 
there were elected in the last election. 
We have no concern about being re- 
turned,” My, King declared further, 
“we know that we are going to be 
returned. What we are concerned 
about is whether we are going to have 
a strong enough majority to do the 
things we want to do for Canada.” 

The prime minister predicted that 
practically the entire province of 
Quebec would go Liberal; that On- 
tario would demonstrate that it was 
strongly heading towards Liberal pol- 
icies; that the results from the Mari- 
times would be very satisfactory from 
the Liberal point of view. 

He reviewed the government record 
and its policies. He thought that 
nothing short of a political revolution 
would put Mr. Meighen in power on 
a policy of high protection. 

He observed that the Liberal party 
was pledged to senate reform. 

“We want to make this clear,” Mr. 
‘King exclaimed. “We are deciding | 
this time not only the fate of the 
house of commons, but also of the 
senate for the simple reason that the 
Liberal party is pledged to senate re- 
form,” 

‘Mr. King pledged the point that un- 
‘der the constitution, the senate 
could be reformed only frum the: in- 
side. “I cannot ask the governor- 
‘general to let me appoint senators,” 
he said, jocularly. “I can only pray 
fervently to Providence to take away 
some of the old ones.” The govern- 
ment had recently appointed ten en 
ators to take the place of ten who 
were “somewhere else.” 

“In a little while,” the prime minis- 
ter added, “we shall soon have a 
majority in the senate as we have inj 
the commons, when we get that att 
jority we shall put through a = 


of senate reform which will be effec- 
tive for all time to come.” 

Mr. King argued that Mr. Meighen’s 
protective policy would tend to reduce 
employment by restricting markets. 
“We are trying to get wider markets” 
said Mr, King, as he referred to the 
trade agreement with Australia,

Nearly everybody seems to think it 
necessary to give the hog grain, but 
when it comes. to feeding the cow, 
grass, hay, straw, etc; if they got 

Of course, there are too many cows 
that would give very little return if 
grain were fed to them, but there are 
too many cows not getting grain that 
would give handsome returns for it 
through the pail. 

Why do we keep cows? Is it not 
that we may produce through them? 
If we can market feeds through the 
cows at a better profit than market- 
ing it through the elevator, is it. not 
good business to do so? Even if we 
have to buy feed to balance the cow’s 
ration, and she gives a handsome pro- 
fit on it, is it not good business to 
do so? 


The detective does not see any 
wisdom in’ buying high producing 
stock and giving it scrub treatment. 
It will soon be no better than the 
serubs. 

The detective found a cow early in 
July producing 67 pounds of butterfat 
during that month. She had the 
capacity for high production. He ad- 
vised feeding her some grain as she 
could not keep up such a production 
on grass alone, The owner could not 
see the necessity of feeding her any- 
thing but the grass. In her August 
test she dropped to 42 pounds of but- 
terfat, or a drop of over 86 per cent in 
one month, where it should not have 
been over ten per cent. Her stomach 
could not hold enough grass to fur- 
nish the nutrients for so much milk 
or butterfat, so she needed some more 
concentrated feed. About 10c worth 
of chop a day would have held her 
within the 10 per cent drop, and at 
the prevailing price of butterfat there 
would have been $3.00 clear profit 
on the transaction, and that is not all 
the story. Her productive power 
should have been retained for month 
after month if she had received the 
necessary feed. 

The detective advises feeding cows 
and heifers better when springing 
the udder. He noted some heifers in 
one particular herd that freshened 
when the pastures were very poor. 
So far as udders were concerned they 
would have passed for sheep. 

He has no use for rock salt for dairy 
cows. He would like to see the man 
that invented it have to use {it on his 
own tabie. Of course, the cows can- 
not use so much of it, that is granted; 
and if you are keeping the cows, you

In the year ending June 30, 1925, 
the U.S. imported from Canada alone 
1,407,536 tons of newsprint, and in ad- 
dition she imported one and one-half 
million cords of pulp wood and about 
150,000 tons of ground pulp wood, all 
of which went into her newsprint sup- 
ply. The paper industry of Canada 
uses annually upwards of five million 
cords of pulpwood. This means that 
one million acres of forest lands are 
entirely denuded every year by the 
paper industry alone. The develop- 
ment of plants for the manufacture of 
paper and paper products from waste 
straw is therefore a means to improve 
a national economic situation, 

For some time satisfactory experi- 
ments have been. going on in the For: 
and it has been proven that straw 
est Products Laboratories, Montreal, 
from the fields of Alberta was most 
advantageously suited to the manufac- 
ture of pulp and paper products. 

As a result of the success of these 
tests the government employed a 
well known pulp and paper engineer 
to make a local survey of the condi- 
tions which were necessary for the 
commercial success of a plant in the 
province. The following points were 
considered: 1—The availability of the 
straw within an economic radius; 2

Toronto, Oct. 10.—Speaking at Eb- 
enezer on the attitude of the imple-

New Sugar Factory Opened 
The new sugar factory at Raymond, 
Alberta, will open for operations on 
October 23. Arrangements are being 
made for a ceremony in connection 
with the event, to be attended by pro- 
minent men from both the States and 
Alberta. The visitors from across 
the line’ will include President He- 
ber Grant, of the Utah-Idaho Sugar 
Co., which established the Raymond 
factory. It igs anticipated that this 
factery will be but the first of a nunm- 
ber eventually to be established in the 
irrigated districts of southern Alberta, 
The factory éxpects to handle between 
75,000 and 80,000 tons of beets this 
year, 
Coarse Grain Pool Planned 
Plans are now being made by the 
Officials of the wheat pool in Alberta 
to start a coarse grains pool if there 
is sufficient response. Contracts are 
now being mailed to members to as- 
certain the extent of the demand for 
such a pool, 
Big’ Farm Sale 
Some 700 acres of the farm of 
Frank Walker, at Fort Saskatchewan, 
have recently been sold in a deal in- 
volving about: $40,000, The land has 
been purchased by a new settler who 
intends farming on a large scale. 
Wheat Pool Progresses 
The campaign for increased mem- 
bership of the Alberta wheat pool is 
progressing. Over 600 new members 
were received in the first ten days 
of the drive.

“Grading” means the classifying 
of products, whether they be hogs, but- 
ter, cheese, eggs or anything else, into 
what might be called in a general way 
“BEST”, “GOOD”, “FAIR” and 
“POOR?” classes. 

These exact words are not used in 
describing the grades, but that is what 
is meant. The purpose served in grad- 
ing is threefold— 


(1) Educational. When the pro- 
ducer sees the relative quality of his 
product he is spurred on to maintain 
thst quality if it is the “best” or to 
iraprove the quality where necessary, 


(2) Faiz Play. When products are 
not graded the inferior article for 
various reasons often brings as much as 
the superior article, and the credit and 
advantage of putting the superior pro- 
duct on the market is lost to the one 
who really deserves it. 


(S) Facilitating Trade. The 
dealer learns to have confidence in the 
article he is buying and buys more free- 
ly, because it is guaranteed by grading, 
and gradually everybody gets to know 
what the “best” article really looks like 
or tastes like. In short, grading brings 
about standardization and ensures to 
the producer the best price. 


Canada now grades her cereals, frass 
seeds, hay, potatoes, apples, eggs, but- 
ter, cheese, wool and bacon hogs. The 
results have been in every case bene- 
ficial and in some cases quite markedly 
so, even though the grading system has 
been in effect in some cases for only 
two or three years, thus:— 


Cheese—Grading began April 1st, 
1923, Canadian cheese the year before 
had fallen into such disfavour on the 
British market that New Zealand cheese 
was quite commonly preferred, Today 
Canadian cheese commands cents per 
pound higher than New Zealand, 


Butter—Grading began same time 
as for cheese. The reputation of our but- 
ter was then indeed at low ebb, Canadian 
butter today, while not the best on the 
market, is repidly improving in quality 
and gaining <n reputation, 


Hogs—cver two years ago the De- 
partment of Agriculture began to grade 
live hogs at the packing houses and 
stock yards, The 10% premium paid by 
the packers for'“select” bacon hogs as 
against “ thick smooths” ras classed by 
departmental graders has done wonders 
to improve the quality of our hogs and 
develop the bacon industry,

Unfortunately, nearly every other country with any surplus of food 
products seems to want to send its surplus to this same market, ie 
_ The keenness of the competition on this, our only market, and the 
energy and resourcefulness of our competitors began to impress them- 
selves upon the Department of Agriculture some time ago, but it is only 
within very recent years that the real and only way to grapple with this 
problem has been discovered, or at least put into effect.

18 shillings a long hundredweight below 
Danish, has gradually grown in the esti- 
mation of the British wholesale buyer 
until it is now quoted at only from 1 or 
less to at most 5 or 6 shillings per long 
hundredweight below the best Danish. 


This improvement in price is, of 
course, due to quality and has come 
about very gradually, the spread nar- 
rowing down by a shilling or two a 
month until now it is not at all a rare 
occurrence to see best Canadian selling 
on a par with the Danish article. 


Eggs—Canada was the first country 
to grade and standardize eggs. These 
grades and standards apply not only to 
export, interprovincial and import ship- 
ments, but also to domestic trading. 


The basis is interior quality, clean- 
ness and weight. 


Standardizing Canadian eggs has 
established confidence between producer 
and consumer and between exporter and 
British importer, and has resulted in a 
greatly-increased demand for the Cana- 
dian egg both at home and abroad. 


Other products might be mentioned 
where grading has worked to the great 
advantage of the producer and to the 
advancement of Canadian agriculture. 


Already Great Britain recognizes our 
store cattle, wheat, cheese, eggs, apples 
and oats as the best she can buy. 


It is for us to so improve our other 
products, particularly our butter and 
bacon, as to bring them also into this 
list of “the best on the British market” 
and consequently the highest priced.

Quality Counts 


Quality is thus the first objective for the 
Canadian export trade, and, then steady, regular 
supply.

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S. G. Tobin Favors 


Railway Extension 


The Calgary Albertan made the fol- 


lowing reference to a speech of Mr. 
Tobin in the Alberta Legislature, 
which gives his stand on the railway 
question: 

“Stanley G. Tobin, of Leduc, one of 
the most valuable members of the 
House, made what is regarded as an 
ideal speech by a member in opposi- 
tion. tl was moderate, clear and well 
delivered. It gave praise where praise 
was due. It was quite free from bit- 
terness or any kind of animosity; it 
criticized where criticism was needed. 
It was in every respect a fine example 
to the house. Mr. Tobin is one of 
the oldest members of the House, year 
in and year out he has been devoting 
his attention and energy to get rail- 
way extension through the west of his 
riding. There is a railway running 
northwest of Lacombe. It has only 
progressed a short distance, and is too 
short to be a paying proposition to the 
government which operates it. There 
is good reason to believe that this 
railway, if extended, would pay, which 
it can never do as long as it contin- 
ues to be the bob-tailed line which it 
is at present. Mr. Tobin has always 
urged extension.” 


Premier Wants 
Strong Majority 


Again and again the importance 
has been emphasized of the party in 
power in this country having a strong 
majority. Without it no legislation of 
real and lasting benefit to “Canada 
can be implemented without great 
loss of time and much unnecessary 
discussion and debate. Premier King 
has felt this and referred to it on 
not a few occasions, It is therefore 
the duty of everyone who regards the 
Liberal party as the political hope of 
this country to rally to the standard 
of the Premier in the coming election 
and put him in the position ‘to carry 
his policies to fruition—policies which 
have been endorsed by the majority 
of these electors of Canada. He has 
long felt that the present situation 
is intolerable, and as a man of inde- 
pendent spirit as well as of political 
sagacity, he naturally asks for an in- 
crease of strength and not barren 
‘victory. To the farmer, in particular, 
he puis the pertinent questlon: “fs 
there any of your wishes or demands 
that we cannot meet better than the 
Opposition which is now clamoring 
for office?” The outstanding fact is 
that if really broad and Liberal poli- 
cies are to be carried out, there must 
be no division or hestitation in the 
ranks of the party led by Mr. King. 
There must be a strong spirit of har 
mony so that attempts by the Con- 
servatives to split the Liberal vote 
upon side or local issues shall not be 
successful. 


Conservatives Would 
Increase Products Duty 


Everyone who is interested in the 
cost of living cannot but be interested 
in the assertion made by the Rt. Hon. 
Arthur Meighen that he will put the 
duty on farm products up to that of 
the United States in the first three 
months that he is returned to power, 
if successful at the polls. The people 
of the Dominion today are naturally 
interested in such problems as immi- 
gration, taxation, the railway situation 
and many others but the great ques- 
tion with most of them is how to 
make ends meet; how to balance the 
weekly budget. Anything that  in- 
creases the expenses of the average 
household is a matter of grave con- 
cern to its head and to add to the 
cost of living seems to be a pool ap- 
peal to the average elector. If, as 
Mr. Meighen suggests, the country is 
going to the dogs and is facing blue 
ruin, it would seem to be an inoppor- 
tune time to make the situation worse 
‘by adding to the taxpayers’ burden. 
He talks about Canadians being com- 
pelled to go to the United States. 
What could drive them faster than a 
reduction in the purchasing price of 
a dollar? But, as a popular Liberal 
organizer said on-one occasion: ‘Con- 
servative statesmen believe that ev- 
ery cent they fail to extract from 
the pocket of the taxpayer is just so 
much lost.” Mr. Meighen cannot di-

Whistling the 


Same old Tune 


The high tariff party, 
vatives, in this campaign are making 
the same old and inconsistent charges 
against the Liberal party on the tariff. 
They say the Liberals are out-and-out 
free traders, and they will, if return- 
ed to power, close every factory, bank- 
rupt every manufacturer and drive ey- 
ery workingman to the United States 
or the poor house. 

Confronted by the fact that the 
Liberal party has been in control of 
the government for nineteen out of 
the past twenty-nine years and that 
none of these terrible things have 
happened, the Conservatives turn 
right about face and say that the 
Liberals are high protectionists and 
made no changes in the tariff as they 
found it in 1816. 

Obviously, both charges cannot be 
true and as a matter of fact, neither 
is. The Laurier government in 1897 
made a downward revision of the tar- 
iff, transferred many commodities 
from the dutiable to the free list, and 
fave a preference to imports from 
England which has been gradually in- 
creased from 124% to nearly 50 per 
cent, Canadian factories did not close 
—on the contrary there followed the 
Breatest industrial development Can- 
ada has ever known. Two years ago, 
when the duties on agricultural im- 
plements were lowered, the high tar- 
iff supporters said that the grass 
would grow on the streets of Toronto, 
her people would be reduced to beg- 
gary, the Massey Harris and other 
sreat manufacturing concerns would 
remove their plants to the United 
States, 

Just why the Massey Harris or 
other concerns of that kind should 
move to the United States is hard to 
explain, because they already 
free and unrestricted access to the 
American market. Agricultural im- 
plements of every kind and descrip- 
tion enter the United States duty 
free. But the Massey Harris com- 
pany did not move to the United 
States. They are doing a bigger busi- 
ness than they were two years ago. 
The president of the Massey Harris 
company has recently accepted a posi- 
tion in Premier King's cabinet. Would 
Mr. Massey be an ardent supporter of 
the Liberal government if lowering 
the tariff had ruined his business? 
The city of Toronto is growing by 
leaps and bounds, as is every other 
manufacturing centre in eastern Can- 
ada.

TEN COMMANDMENTS 
OF FIRE PROTECTION 


In view of the fact that this is the 
time for fire protection, the following 
comes not amiss: 

1—Have all flues and = chimneys 
properly cleaned before attempting to 
use them. 

2,—Look very carefully at the chim- 
ney or flue, at the point just above 
the peak of the roof when the chim- 
ney goes through, as the lower part 
may have settled and the upper por: 
tion, being held up by the roof tim- 
bers, may have pulled away, leaving 
an open spac? or break in the chim- 
ney that will permit sparks slipping 
through into the attic or concealed 
space, 

3.—Be sure that all flue holes that | 

| 
| 


are not to be used this year have good 
metal stops, as innumerable fires are 
caused by sparks through papering 
over unused pipe holes in chimneys. 

4—Clean the ventilating collars 
around all flues, remove all line, cob- 
webs and dust, leaving nothing in the 
ventilator, in thig-way permitting the 
air to cool the pipe where it goes 
through. 

5.—Be careful that the supply of 
kindling wood is not piled up in ue 
yard in such a manner as to carry 
fire to your housa, in case your neigh- 
bor’s house should burn. 

6.—It is best to keep all lightwood 
kindlings and boxes in sheds, stables 
or basements, in orderly piles, and not 
to have papers or excelsior mixed 
with it. 

7.—Extra caution should be used in 
the handling of gasoline, In the win-| 
ter all windows and doors are closed, | 
climinating the possibility of the alr | 
blowing the inflammable vapors away. | 

S.—Never use gasoline inside the! 
house for cleaning, and when compell- 
ed to use it for any other purpose do! 
not forget that you are handling a! 
powerful explosive which may endan- | 
ger your life and property, 

9.—Ivemove all dry grass and leaves 
from your premises before some one 
carelessly throws a match away, 

10.~—Do not dry clothing and inflam-! 
mable materials above or near hot | 
stoves,

Of those who sent replies 
the majority favored prohibition. 
Quite recently the same journal sent 
another questionaire to those © who 
thre years ago, favored prohibition. 
Among those consulted are some of 
the largest employers of labor In the 
States, as well as bankers, physicians, 
educators and the like. They were 
asked if in the light of experience 
they had changed their views on pro- 
hibition, and the enforcement of the 
laws bearing on it. The enquiry show- 
ed that not a single man has discarded 
his original views and adopted others. 
The editor's conclusion is that “des- 
pite the tremendous influence of the 
propaganda that is going on against 
prohibition these men are more en- 
thusiastically in favor of the 18th 
amendment than they were when it 
was first adopted.”

The Conservative Policy 


The following is the resolution embodying the 
Conservative Fiscal Policy, moved by Right Hon. 
Arthur Meighen, in the House of Commons on the 
2nd day of June, 1925: 


“ That, in the opinion of this Houre, to meet the situation 
which has resulted from a strengthening in late years of the pro- 
tective system the world over particularly in the United States;' 
to give new life to industry and productive enterprise; to preserve 
and enlarge the Canadian market for Ganadian farm products; 
to stimulate the development of Canadian resources by the Cana- 
dian people and thus create employment for our workers; to in- 
crease the traffic of our railways by which alone an all-round re 
duction of freight rates can be secured; and, as well, to provide 
added revenue and thus bring about a reduction of internal taxa4 
tion, this Dominion requires an immediate revision of the Canadian 
tariff on a definitely and consistently protective basis. 

“That such revision should apply to natural products such as 
farm products, fish, and coal with no less thoroughness than to 
manufactured goods. 

“That to the sam® ends steps should be taken to conserve for 
Canadian development our essential and irreplaceable resources in 
material and power. 

“That while every effort should be directed toward the estab- 
lishment of a system of preference for preference within the ems 
pire, no preference should be given at the expense of the Canadian 
worker and all preference should he conditional on the use of 
Canadian ports, 

“That a tariff commission should be appointed representative 
ot the three great classes of Canadian industry, agriculture, manu- 
facturing and labour, and be entrusted with the duty of studying 
Canadian tariff problems in their every bearing and of making 
from time to time such recommendations to the government as it 
deems in the general public interest with the reasons therefor, 
and with power also, where it finds unfair advantage is being taken 
of protective duties, of making recommendations to be given effect 
by the government for removing or reducing tariff schedules or 
imposing special excise taxes upon products in respect of which 
such advantage is taken, and that its reports, findings, recommend- 
ations and reasons therefor be given to the public. 

“That to enable the products of the western and Maritime 
provinces to reach more readily the markets so developed thel 
special transportation hurdens borne by these provinces should be 
Shared by the whole Dominion either i

The following article is a report of 
the address given by Mr. A. B. Clay- 
pool, M.L..A., president of the Alberta 
Livestock Producers, Ltd., before the 
Camrose Livestock Marketing associa- 
tion: 

The speaker of the day, A. B. Clay- 
pool, M.L.A., needs no introduction to 
a Camrose audience and gave a mas- 
terly address” on the subject of ‘“Lacal 
Organization.” He explained that the 
marketing of livestock was different 
business from marketing of wheat. In 
all countries where cooperative mar- 
keting of livestock had been success- 
fully undertaken, the basis ol organ- 
ization had been the local incorporat- 
ed unit, these units being linked -to- 
gether by a central selling agnecy. 
This form of organization was adopted 
by the first general meeting of the 
Alberta Livestock Cooperative Produc- 
ers Ltd, held in Edmonton, August 
4, 1925, and has been recommended 
as a basis of organization in Saskat- 
chewan. It relieves the central board 
of directors of countless questions and 
details which can better be settled by 
the local boards, who understand the 
local conditions and so allows the cen- 
tral board to give their time and at- 
tention to the things of general in- 
terest such as the marketing of the 
livestock, 

President Claypool complimented 
the Camrose association ou being able 
to organize a district of sufficient ex- 
tent that they should be able to em- 
ploy an efficient local shipping agent. 
He should not only be a judge of live- 
stock, but should also be competent 
to keep his records and books accur- 
ately and ready for inspection at any 
time. In such a large territory the 
shipping agent would be able to 
serve the producer by shipping regu- 
larly and often, The large association 
will also be of value to the producer 
by being able to collect and ship full 
cars of stock of the same kind, billed 
through to their final destination, 
thus saving the local freight. 

The central marketing agency is 
controlled by the producers through 
the board of directors, whom they

elect annually. Such a marketing 
agency will be of advantage to both 
producer and consumer, The produe- 
er will receive a higher percentage of 
the price paid by the consumer, and 
the consumer will be able to buy the 
product at a fairer price and of a 
better quality than from private com- 
panies.—Canadian. 


RED CROSS DAY 
IS OCTOBER 31st 


The following is a message from 
His Honor the Lieutenant Governor of 
Alberta, president of the Alberta Diy- 
ision, Canadian Red Cross: 
|People of Alberta: 

Citizenship is a birthright of free- 
dom and justice. With it is carried 
many honors and privileges as well as 
many responsibilities. True citizen- 
ship is the recognizing of its sacred 
duties, and not the living of a self- 
‘centred life, wrapped up in the welfare 
of self and family, oblivious to the 
ineeds of our neighbors. The sacred 
duties of citizenship embrace the ren- 
dering of assistance to those less for- 
tunate than ourselves, and to those 
in distress in times of disaster or epi- 
demic. We must see that our pioneers 
in outlying districts are provided with 
properly equipped hospitals, and that 
they have the ministration of nurses, 
properly qualified and adequately 
trained. We should see that a pro- 
per crusade of health education is 
maintained, so that preventable dis- 
eases will be avoided. 

All those things cannot be accom- 
plished by a single individual, they 
cannot be accomplished by the health 
authorities, or even by legislation 
alone, but they can be brought about 
by the sympathy, the whole hearted 
good will and the financial support 
of all our people. ‘To be of service, 
this support must be effectively and 
efficiently organized and administer- 
ed. I firmly believe the Red Cross 
offers the mose effective channel for 
the direction of such service. 

The activity of the Alberta Red 
Cross in establishing and maintain- 
ing outpost hospitals is very com- 
mendable and praiseworthy. Already 
five of these institutions have been 
established and are rendering ines- 
timable service to the families of the 
pioneers residing within the zones of
